Once upon a time, in the hottest part of Mehico, in the middle of the desert, lived an old Welsh miner, Dai Hard, 
and his son Ianto. Ianto’s burning ambition was to go to a swimming pool, but his aged father had refused him 
permission, knowing what a shattering experience ducking would be to an as yet untried youth.
